Patrolman Sells Confiscated Opium 
and the Mayor, Chief and Board

the resignation of Patrolman J. R. 
Hartnaglie of the Chinatown 
who was quietly “let out” night before 
last.

He was permitted to re- 


mission. At that time he made a 
pitiful plea for secrecy on the ground 
that his wife was in delicate health. 
He had confessed to the theft of four 
cans of opium from the police depart- 
ment, which he afterward sold to an 
East First-street merchant for $20. 
The Chief of Police was in pos- 
session. of the facts at the time of the 
resignation, as were the commissioners 
and the Mayor, but everything pos- 
sible was d to hush the affair up, 
and there was no criminal complaint 
issued. These officiais, by their own 
statements, winked at the perpetra- 
tion of a crime by a patrolman and 
even made his exit from the depart- 
by permitting 
without an investigation 


Hartnagle had been in the service 
many years. He was sent to China- 
town about two years ago, and had 
been there ever since. It was generally 
understood that Hartnagle represented 
Capt. Dixon on the Chinatown squad, 
and that he was there for the pur- 
pose of imparting to Dixon what in- 
formation he could secure regarding 
the doings of the officers in the ori- 
ental quarter. ¢ 

THE FIRST SIP. 

That Hartnagle did his work well as 
a patrolman is unquestionable. He 
took an active part in raids, and 
caused the arrest of a great many 
Chinese. One of the rakis occurred 
on July 6, 1908. At that time Hart- 

and Neelon. later discharged 
from the force, raided several opium 
dens and secured nine cans of opium 
and twenty-eight pounds of yen she, 
or opium ashes. Opium at that time 
was worth about $25 a can—about one 


him to 


a can. Yen She was then worth 
about $7 a pound. This stuff was en 
to the property clerk's office at police 
headquarters and there entered. It 
by the officers who 
made the raid and no record was kept 
of it. owner, a Chinese named 
Pon Yip, pleaded guilty and was fined 
$40, but he never again saw his valu- 
able property. That was the first 


During April, 1909, came the break 
thet cost Hartnagle his job.

and secured a conviction against him.

CHINESE VENGEANCE. 

A little later Wong Wing, Ah Chee's 
nephew, was arrested for operating 
a lottery. He was fined and released. 
Later he engaged in an argument with 
Martnagle, and that officer is alleged 
to have knocked him down and 
choked him. At any rate Wong Wing 
never forgot their meeting. He retained 
Attorney Mc..eeby to represent him, 
and he began to dig on the charge ot 
graft. His uncle, Ah Chee, assisted 
him, and between them they learned 


that four cans had never de- 
stroyed, but had been sold to an 
East First-street merchant named 


George Morris. 

Later Morris was arrested and he 
confirmed the purchase of the drug 
from Patrolman Hartnagle. It was 
then put before the Chief of Police 
with the recommendation that a pros- 
ecution ought to be made. Nothing 
was done. 

HARTNAGLE CONFESSES. 

Hartnagie readily confessed when he 
saw that there was no avenue of es- 
cape. His confession, according to his 
own story, was made to Chief Gallo- 
way. He states that the Chief seemed 
horrified and took him before Capt. 
Dixon, who rebuked Hartnagle for his 
coarse work by saying: Didn't you 
know you couldn't get away with a 
raw deal like that?“ 

Although the case was one of lar- 
ceny, where the witnesses were within 
easy call and the culprit had con- 
fessed, the Chief of Police did not feel 
inclined to treat a criminal officer in 
the same manner that he would a 
criminal citizen.

REDUCTIONS ADVISED IN SAN PE. 
DRO AND HOLLYWOOD.

‘Figures Given by the Lissner De- 
partment Are Questioned by One 
of the Companies Affected—Fiat 
Rate of the Municipal System Ex- 
tended to All Parts. : 


The first report of the Board of Pub- 
lic Utilities on rates for public service 
corporations was made to the Council 
Pesterday. It concerned water rates 
only. It is advisory in its character 
and was made the special order for a 
meeting of the Council at 9 o'clock a

* affected will have a chance to 
protest if they so desire. 

The rates proposed are: 

City in general (municipal service:) 
Minimum rate, 76 cents a month, with 
minimum allowance of 1071 cubic feet; 
fiat rates to continue as now in force; 
metered rates, 7 cents for each 100 cubic 
feet of total; discount on monthly bills, 
10 per cent. 

City (mutual and private companles:) 
Minimum rate, $1 per month, on a 
basis of 800 cubic feet monthly mini- 
mum, with 10 cents per hundred for 
excess. Fiat rate, city rate. 
San Pedro: Present rate, $1.50 min- 
imum, reduced to $1 on a minimum of 
£00 cubic feet instead of 1000; flat rate,

Hollywood: Present rate of $1.60 is 
uced to $1.26 on a minimum basis of 
feet monthly with 10, 11 and 12 
cents excess rates, graded.

FOR GENERAL ELECTION. 

“Executive” sesgions of the Council 
are now the system the administration 
is using to discuss measures that gét 
them into trouble. An “executive” 
session, yulgarly known by people who 
believe public business should be 
transacted in public, as secret“ ses- 
sions, was held late yesterday after- 
noon to discuas the referendum peti- 
tion on Taggart’s tax and license ord- 
nance.

PARK SUPERINTENDENT. 
CITY HAS NAMELESS ONE. 

Los Angeles has a new park super- 

intendent, and he will be present at 
the meeting of the Park Commission 
next Monday. But who he is or where 
he will come from no one, not even 
the Mayor, will say. 
The commission met at Levy's yes- 
terday to discuss the twenty-three 
candidates for the place. They not 
only did this, but they ate. After two 
hours the Mayor returned to his office 
and announced that the new super- 
intendent would appear Monday.

FIFTH STREET. 
CITY TO REPOSSESS. 

The Council is to take steps today to 
reinvest. itself with the title of own- 
ership to that portion of Fifth street, 
vacated in 1906 to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company. That is not the 
result intended when City Attorney 
Hewitt brought In a recommendation 
that he be authorized to suspend his 
efforts to reinvest title in the city. He 
wanted things held in abeyance until 
the Chamber of Commerce gets 
through its efforts for a new station. 

But Betkouski, O’Brien and Williams 
would not support this and the effort 
failed because of the tie vote, there 
being just a bare quorum present. 

Accordingly the City Attorney will 
present his plan to the Council this 
morning to repossess the street for 
public use.

Ohio Woman Banker Files Suit to 
Recover Possession of Eighteen 
Acres of Land in Pomona Which 
Records Show Has Changed Hands 
Many Times Within Short Time. 


Allegations involving a forged deed 
covering $30,000 worth of real estate, 
in the heart of Pomona, were set out 
in a complaint filed in the Superior 
Court yesterday. 

Eighteen acres, situated on Holt ave- 
nue, that city, and 180 shares of the 
capital stock of the Irrigation Com- 
pany of Pomona, are the property of 
Anna M. Stentz, formerly Anna M. 
Head, but now the principal owner of 
a bank at Monroeville, Huron county, 
O., and it is the land that is the 
subject of the litigation, although the 
water rights were conveyed along 
with the real estate. 

The petition sets out that the plain- 
tiff acquired the land in April, 1888, 
the purchase being made from J. M.

On December 6, 1909, a quit claim 
was recorded, conveying all the right 
in the property to John J. Myers from 
Anna M. Head, and it is declared that 
the deed is a forgery. In January,

O. L. Chumley; on February 21, 1910. 
a deed signed by Chumley, conveying 
the land to Sallie T. Sellers; on Janu- 
ary 5, last, a deed from Sallie and B. 
F. Sellers to Ira Foreman; on Febru- 
ary 10, last, from Ira and Hannah 
Foreman to W. T. ey. covering 
four and one-half acres of the tract; 
on March 16, last, from the Foremans 
to Marie G. Charbonnel, all right and 
title in the west three-fourths of the 


tract.

TO EXPLAIN FIGURES, 
OTIS ESTATE TO BE ATRED. 

George A. Otis, administrator of the 
estate of his father, Thomas G. Otis, 
of Claremont, will have an opportunity 
in Judge Rives's court, on the 16th 
inst., to explain some of the figures in 
the report of his management of the 
property, since the death of his father 
in 1908. 

The matter came up in Judge Wil- 
bur’s court, in the investigation of the 
question why a claim against the es- 
tate of $11,084.19, held by Helen H. 
Reynolds, on a note executed for 
Thomas G. Otis, by George A. Otis, 
his attorney in fact, had not been 
paid. The claim was approved May 
4, 19087 

It was alleged in the complaint filed 
by Mrs. Reynolds that the account 
submitted by Otis as such administra- 
tor, fails to show the various amounts 
of money that had been received and 
paid out, the account having been 
filed in February, 1909. 

In that instrument the administrator 
charges himself with $151,683.46, as the 
total value of the estate, the largest 
assets being the ranches at Rincon, 
Highgrove and Pomona, all mortgaged, 
with a valuation of $132,627.90, after 
the payment of certain mortgages. The 
amount of money on hand is given as 
$26,437.95, and Otis asserts there is due 
him for money advanced, $7,382.29, so 
that the real amount in hand is but 
$19,055.60. Since then a supplemental 
report shows the estate has credits of 
$16,926.44. Otis resigned as adminis- 
trator on March 10, last, and Frank M. 
Kelsey was appointed in his place. 

It is alleged that Otis sold a large 
amount of personal property belonging 
to the estate without having secured 
an order of the court allowing such 
sale; that he made an allowance of 
$100 a month for the benefit of his 
mother Ella M. Otis, without a court 
order, and other payments are objected 
to as having been made illegally, 

It is said that Otis, for several years 
prior to his father’s deat’. acted as 
his attorney, during his father’s men- 
tal incompetence, and had power to 
draw checks on his bank account. This 
‘account was overdrawn about $600 at 
the time of his father’s death.

MAKING CITIZENS. 

MANY ALIENS NATURALIZED. 

According to statistics ſust prepared 
by Frederick Jones. United States 
naturalization examiner, the number 
of allens applying in this country for 
the rights of citizenship, is increasing 
rapidly. California stands eighth in 
the list of States in petitions for citi- 
zenship. 

Since July 1, 1900, there have been 
288 final petitions filed in Los Angeles 
county, while for the entire fiscal year

three-fourths of the petitions are filed 
in the Superior Court, the balance in 
the United States Circuit Court.

Lr THE PEOPLE'S INTEREST PRE- 
VAIL. 


We hope the misunderstanding between the city 
authorities and the managers of the street railroads | 
as to the paving of the streets between the rails 
will not result in serious detriment to the comfort 
of the public. The law provides that the railroads 
shall pave between their tracks substantially in the 
same way as the property owners pave the streets 
outside of this central belt. Now, the rational con- 
struction of any law is that nothing worse than the 
standard’ shall be permissible. Certainly no law 
ever intended to prevent the doing of the work bet- 
ter than the standard. The railroads say that to 
follow the city’s specifications would mean the con- 
tinual tearing up of the streets at immense expense 
to the railroad companies, because the standard of 
the city is not sufficient for the railroad. Surely 
the city authorities will not prevent the railroad 
companies laying down a better pavement than re- 
quired. They should see that nothing poorer is 
laid down, but no pavement is too good for Los 
Angeles. 

Another subject of difference between the author- 
ities and the railroad people is that in the one case 
if the specifications provided by the city are to be 
followed by the railroad companies, the streets, 
even in the business center of the city, must remain 
blockaded for days and weeks at a time, whereas if 
the railroad people are allowed to de the work: in 
their own way, which they say is hetter than the 
city way, the blocking of the streets will be avoided. 
The railroads are slow enough in paving the streets. 
They have been pottering all winter and through 
the spring on Sixth street, and it is not done yet. 

The thing for the city authorities to do is not to 
stick technically to the letter of the ordinance, and 
especially where by so doing the result is a poorer 
street, and laid at a great inconvenience to the 
people. Of course if the railroad officials are wrong, 
it is for the city authorities to prove it, and then 
there will be no objection to making the companies 
live up to the letter as well as the spirit of the 
ordinance. But in all these matters the public in-’ 


terest should weigh everything and politics nothing. 


ISTORICAL SIDELIGHTS. 

Recall fourteen Years ago when Senator Tel- 
ler of Colorado walked out of the Republican con- 
vention at St. Louis weeping tears so copious that 
they almost raised the flood in the Mississippi. 
“These steers” were. because the Republican conven- 
tion in session at that time declared for sound 
money and honest money. 

Now, think you the tearful Teller had made a 
careful study of finances from the Gresham law to 
the Bryan heresy? Not a bit of it. Colorado people 
thought they were very much interested in the 
price of silver and that their State would be ruined 
unless the white metal was remonetized. Think 
vou the Coloradans had gone to the bottom of this 
abstruse subject and understood financial theories 
through and through? Not a bit of it. It was 


simply a self-interest which blinded them to the 


truth and would have worked ruin to them if they 
had had their way. 

The case was worse in Nevada, where silver 
mining was a much more important item than in 
Colorado. The Nevadan Senators took the very 
course marked out for them by their colleagues 
from Colorado. Do you think it was conviction on 
their part? Not a bit more than on the part of 
the tearful Teller. The Nevadans thought their 
State would go to “the demnition bow-wows” unless 
silver was remonetized. In Nevada, as in Colo- 
rado, the members of Congress had their eyes upon 
their Congressional seats rather than abstruse 
treatises on finance and fiscal theories. They cared 
no more about the Gresham law than about Chinese 
metaphysics, but they wanted to go back to Wash- 
ingion, and the people of those States would send 


nobody there who was not in favor of “free silver.” | 


This historical sidelight is let in to illumine the 
present condition of affairs. Both houses of Con- 
gress at Washington are torn to pieces on the 
tariff act, on raiiroad bills, and on every measure 
proposed by the Republican administration to carry 


out the pledges made to the people in the national 


platform of two years ago. In ordinary times 
members of either party have been able to get to- 
gether on measures of this character; by a com- 
promise here and there, by giving a little on one 
side to gain something from the other, it has been 
possible to make a bill which would pass. In the 
present instance we have a few Republican Sena- 
tors and a larger number of Republican members | 
of the House of Representatives who are playing 
the same role as the odd fellow on the jury. They 
will give nothing at all. They want to dictate to 
the closest details every provision that will be put 
in any of these administration bills. They are few in 
number and come, broadly speaking, from one section 
of the country; but they are in their own opinion 
the only Republicans, the only statesmen capable of 
comprehending the promises made in the national 
platform. Their pretense is that it is a deep-seated 
affection for fundamental principles that makes 
them so firm, or, as the other side calls it, stubborn. 
Now, the American people wil! not be fooled by 
this elevation on the high hobby-horse on the part 
of Mr. La Follette, Mr. Cummins, Mr. Dolliver and 
Mr. Beveridge. They are playing politics, unseru- 
pulously playing the game. They care as 
about tariff reform or tariff protection as the 
statesmen from Colorado and Nevada cared for 
sound money or free silver. They are simply fol- 
lowing the popular clamor that they think comes 
from a majority of the voters of their States. The 
highest motive involved in their obstinate cam- 
paign to have their own way is à desire to obtain 


| enough votes next November to enable them to re- 


tain their seats in whichever branch of Congress 
they sit. That is all there is to it.

The readerg of The Times must be impressed 
with the amount of versification from local sources 
that appears in its columns.

The “Prayer” was couched in versification not so 
It wag an adaptation of Tenny- 
son’s verses in “In Memoriam,” a form of poetical 
expression easy to imitate, but not so easy to use 
in an excellent manner. The writer of this “Prayer” 
is a regular contributor to the columns of The 
Times, and his attempts are never flat. 

The writers of The Times versification live in 
the land of inspiration. To the Greeks in the age 
of Pericles and before and after that great li 
artist versification came as a natural impulse. The 
people were very poetical; and many of them pro- 
duced verses of the highest excellence. It was not 


altogether the soft, vowelly, easily flowing and flex- 


ible language of the Greeks that produced this. The 
inspiration came from everything around them. 
Somebody has spoken of Greece and her “old poetic 
mountains which inspiration breathe around.” The 
mountains, the sky and the sea all combined to

suggest naturally to the human mind the EAP 
out into song to express the deep feeling inspired 
by so much gublimity and beauty. 

Cross over the Adrittic Sea into Southern Italy 
and you find the same conditions prevailing, the 
same coloring, the same mountains, the same sea- 
shores, and so you find the same inspiration break- 
ing out into song. There are no masterpieces since 
the time of these Athenians and Romans that excel 
in poetic fervor, in smoothness and jn beauty of 
ions of these long-past days. 

“It was not merely in song that the Greeks and 
Romans excelled; but art of all kinds was more or 
less of a common gift to these wonderful people be- 
eause of the wonde lands. they lived in. Paint- 
ing and sculpture, theatrical representation, every- 
thing that went to form the highest type of civiliza- 
tion and culture as by art, were sponta- 


neous outbursts from the hearts of those people. 


Nowhere in America excepting here in Southern 
California do the same conditions prevail as in 
Greece and Italy, and here our country is in a large 


way a replica of those Mediterranean peninsulas, 


We have the same mountain scenery, the same type 
of seashore, the same skies, with the same coloring 
spread over all, that suggested both song and paint- 
ing as forms of artistic expression to the Greeks 
and Romans. | 

The coming generations of Southern Californians 
will be as artistic as the Greeks who built the Par- 
thenon, who carved the Olympic Jove, and as the 
Romans who decorated Nero’s palace of a thous- 
and rooms and painted those undying colors upon 
the walls of the temples of Pompeii.

But the 
trip from San Francisco to the mouth of the Colum- 
bia River, and up to the mouth of Puget Sound, 
was most of the year exceedingly bleak, and at any 
point from San Pedro to the Straits of Fuca you 
steamed all day long and day after day and never 
got sight of another vessel. 8 
This sparse and inadequate service when there 
were no railroads indicates the small population 
and the little business that was done along the coast 
between the different cities at that time. Now we 
have railroads reaching all the way from San 
Diego to the mouth of Puget Sound, with numerous 
trains a day between Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. Where in the pioneer days there Was only 


the daily stage coach and the weekly steamer, there 


are now half a dozen passenger trains each day and 
immense freight trains of from thirty to fifty cars. 

There is no reason why, with comfortable steam- 
ers making gocd time and regular service, the pas- 
senger business between the coast cities should not 
grow rapidly. The trip from San Pedro to San 
Francisco is nearly every day in the year most 
charming. The northern reach above San Fran- 
eisco has not changed its skies or its rough seas, 
but with a comfortable steamer and good time the 
trip may be not uncomfortable, and as navigation 
multiplies on these seas it will become more and 
more interesting. With passenger service will nat-

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SANTA FE BUILDS IT TO GET 
COPLEN’S FREIGHT. 

Shipments Will Be Mostly Hay from 
Big Alfalfa Farm—Power Baler 
' Also Put in by Which Two Men 
Can Perform the Work of Six, 
Tennis Clubhouse to Be Erected. 


CORONA, May 10.—J. B. Coplen of 
Los Angeles, is having a Santa Fs 
switch built to his 380-acre ranch 
northwest of Corona, known as For- 
mosa Ranch. The switch will accom- 
modate about ten cars of freight at 
one time, As the Coplen holdings are 
in alfaifa, the freight shipments will 
be mainly hey. | 

A new system of storing hay is to 
be put into operation on the ranch, 
whereby two men can accomplish as 
much in storing baled hay, as six are 
able to do by the old method. 

Mr. Coplen has installed a power 
baler with twelve-horse power gaso- 
line engine. It is proving a success 
and is the second one of its kind in 
this section, the other being on Su- 
pervisor J. T. Hamner's Magnolia ave- 
nue ranch. | | 

A twelve-room lodging-house is to 
be built on the ranch for the employes. 
The roof of the ranch-house will form 
the foundation for a water-tower, with 


reservoir holding between 7500 and 
10,000 gallons. 7
